OT BALLS FOR, THE SPANIARDS AT 
FORT SAN JUAN. 


4m Interesting Story of Parker's Out- 
it—The First of the Kind Im the 

Arm y—Enthusiasm, Enérgy and He- 
relic Daring of the Young Leader.

with the foremost charging troops. A. 
little later in the battle and before .it 
was decided whether the bold Ameri- 
cans should stay on the crest or beat a 
retreat. in the face of odds they ad- 
vanced to the skirmish line and took 
position in it with nothing in front but 
armed Spaniards. 

Thia method of bandling machine 
guns isa novelty in systematized war- 
fare. Aside from the fact, which seems 
apparent, that the Gatling fire hastened 
the capture of the fort and the trenches 
on July 1, Parker showed himself 
throughout all quite as original, deter- 
mined and physically brave as the gal- 
lant Cushing when demonstrating the 
awful power locked upin a torpedo 
lance. Gatlings were not new to the 
army..when it set out to smash the 
Spanish power in Cuba; neither was 
the torpedo, a new weapon when Cush- 
ing downed the Goliathlike Albemarle 
with one small enough to lie hidden 
underneath his coat. It was the new, 
bold way of doing things which scored 
big results in each case. Nor was Par- 
ker'’s buttery an ordinary appendage of 
the army outfit, supplied in the routine 
way like so many other features, good 
und bad, merely because it existed and 
had a rating in the military returns as 
“fon hand for service.’’ Itscreation was 
due to Parker’s individual enthusiasm | 
and persistence and its adoption to the 
sound sense and unconventional meth- 
ods of the commander of the Santiago 
expedition.. Only six years out of West 
Point, the young lieutenant had clung 
to his classroom theories and-made a 
study of rapid fire guns, urging upon 
bis elders and superiors their wider use 
in warfare. In other words, he said 
they might be so handled ag to force 
the fighting as well as to stand off the 
enemy 'sattack. Swarms of savages had 
gone down before them when stationed 
in the line of defense, as was ‘the case 
at the slaughter of the dervishes at Om- 
durman; but Parker wanted to go a 
step farther. He would bunt the Span- 
jards out of their hidings by searching 
the ground with a hail of bullets, then 
slaughter them while on the.run. 

As soon as war was declared Lieu- 
tenant Parker made application to or- 
ganize a Gatling battery, setting forth 
his theories as best he could. The paper 
had to go through regular channels, and 

“when it: reached: the:colonel,.of the regi- 
ment, the Thirtesnth infantry, the 
writer was sammoned and greeted with 
a laugh. However, the colonel took it 
good humoredly and sent the paper 
along. To his surprise, it was returned 
from the war department approved, and 
the colonel laughed again at what be 
called the credulity of the high officials. 
But it ceased to be.a laughing matter 
when Parker got bis orders to select a 
corps of men to carry out bis plans. 
The colone) of the Thirteenth gave bim 
free choice of noncommissioned officers 
and soldiers and the same with other 
commanders in the brigade. 

Four improved Krag-Jorgensen Gat- 
lings were assigned-him,-ayd the bat- 
tery became an independent command. 
From the start General Shafter backed 
up the young enthusiast and gave or- 
ders that the Gatling detachment be put 
ashore with the first troops landed et 
Cuba. In spite of Shafter’s orders there 
was difficulty in getting the outfit 
ashore, but it landed on the 265th of 
June and burried to the front, taking 
position in the defensive line formed by 
Wheeler at Sevilla. Except for delay 
in landing, the Gatlings would have 
been heard from at Las Guasimas on 
tbe 24th. By Shafter’s special orders, 
again, Parker went to the front on El 
Poso hill the morning of July 1 to 
await the deployment of the troops for 
battle, when he was to advance to the 
front line. His orders, and his own ex- 
planation of the attempt to carry them 
out literally, are very interesting at this 
time. The instructions were: ‘Find 
the Seventy-first New York and go on 
with them if youcan. If this is not 
practical, find the best position you can 
and use guns to best advantage.”’ 

Captain Parker says: - 

Pursuant to these instructions, I went for 
ward and found the Seventy-first halting to 
Tearn what their instructions were. I could get 
no clear idea of what they were going to do,’ 
but waited about 15 minutes in their rear to 
find out.’ Meantime troops continually passed 
us toward the front. I rode forward alone 
along the road, a narrow defile through the 
jungle, and found that about half a mile in 
front was a creek, upon the crossing of which 
the Spanish fire seemed to be concentrated 
In front of the crossing was a level plain for 
400 to 800 yards, beyond which was a semicir 
cular ridge, crowned with Spanish trenches, 
from which the Spanish fire seemed to come 
Men were being continually hit at the ford. 
but it seemed to mea good place to work my 
guns effectively. 

I rode back, finding the Seventy-first still 
lying beside the road without any apparent in 
tention of moving. I determined to leave them 
and go into action. Taking a gallop, I moved 

~the battery forward nearly to the ford, where 

I met Colonel McDerby of General Shafter's— 
staff, who inforiiied me that the troops were 
not yet sufficiently deployed to take advantage 
of my fire and advised me to wait. The bul 
lets were cutting through all around us, and 
the enemy's sharpshooters were actually in 
the woods near us, up tall trees, picking off 
officers and men

hour the whole line beyond San Juan 
river had been developed by the caval- 
ry, and the brigades of Hawkine and 
Wikoff, the latter being deployed in 
front of Fort San"Juan. ~ 
The Gatlings were drawn by mules, 
anil after crossing Parker kept in the 
main road, which ran between the fort 
and the hill which the cavalry attacked. 
This road was between the two attack- 
ing columns and free from troops. After 
crossing Parker caught up with some 
cavalry officers reconnoitering on the 
road toward the fort, which still belched 
fire bn all directions and stubbornly re- 
sisted the assauite upon it. Said he to 
Captain Boughton of the Third cavalry: 
“Show me a Spaniard, I have been all 
the morning looking for them and 
haven’t caught sight of one yet.’’ Guid- 
ing the young soldier toward the fringe 
of trees lining the road, the captain 
pointed out the fort and trenches which 
the men of Wikoff'’s and Hawkins’ 
brigades were trying to silence, saying, 
“There are Spaniards in plenty. ’’ 


Parker’s own story of what followed ‘ 


ie very modest, what might be looked 
for in the narrative of a hero telling of 
his own exploits, He says: 

The battery opened at ranges of 600 to 800 
yards at 1;15p.m. The enemy at first con 
centrated his fire upon us, but soon weakened, 
and in five minutes was clambering from his 
trenches and running to the rear. . We fired as 
rapidly as possible upon the groups thus pre- 
sented until 1 saw a white handkerchief waved 
by one of my own regiments, the Thirteenth 
infantry, and at the same time Captain Lan- 
dis, First cavalry, said: ‘‘Better stop. Our 
own men are climbing the ridge."’ I ordered 
the fire to cease at 1:28 p. m., and a moment 
later saw our own troops were within 150 
yards of the enemy's trench, occupying the 
crest of the pill. The-firing had been contin: 
ned by the Battery until our own troops were 
within 150 yards of the enemy's trench, a fact 
made possible by the steep slope of the hill 
upon which he enemy had been. 

At the time my battery went into action |] 
had no support, and the position I took was at 
least 100 yards in front of any of our troops 
along this part of the line. The infantry and 
cavalry had been pounding away for two 
hours on these positions, and in 844 minutes aft: 
er the. Gatlings opened the works were ours. 
Inspired by the friendly rattle of the machine 
guns, our own troops rose to the charge, while 
the enemy, amazed by our sudden and tre 
mendous increase of fire, firet diverted his fire 
to my battery, and then, unable to withstand 
the hail of bullets, broke madly from his safe 
trenches and was mercilessly cut by fire from 
these guns during his flight. 


Altbough San Juan bill and fort bad 
fallen, triumph was by no means as- 
sured. The Spaniards had simply fallen 
back toa second line, and from there 
they opened a fearful fire upon the 
Americans around their old trenches. 
This was taken by the wise heads as 
the precursor of a countercharge. Park- 


er at once moved his guns forward at-a- 


gallop and joined the skirmish line on 
the very crest. In order to get room for 
his Gatlings, he compelled the cavalry 
skirmishers to give way right and left, 
and, being shorthanded from loss of 
men, impressed soldiers of other com- 
mands to help work the pieces. 

The Spanish countercharge at San 
Juan hill didn’t take place. Parker 
taked every hiding spot with bullete 
for some time. About 4 o’clock a force 


‘of Spaniards “iii bering 400 came: into: 
view off to the right of the road where 
Parker was, upparéntly aiming at the 
salient in front of the cavalry. The 
range was about 600-yards, and after a 
few revolutions of the bullet sifters the 
enemy disappeared. At sundown there

was another spurt of Spanish valor, 
and Parker again dosed the enemy’s 
cover with Krag-Jorgensen odullets. 
During this fight Parker completely si- 
lenced a Spanish battery which threw 
8 inch shells from a rangd of 2,200 
yards. On July 2 Parker took the wheels 
from the carriages and mounted bis 
Gatlings behind sandbag parapets. 
Throughout the siege his fire was most 
effective, and one day he silenced a 
Spanish battery of seven pieces located 
1,500 yards in his front, and only three 
shots were fired from it tothe end of 
the siege. 

After the surrender the Spanish offi- 
cers said to Parker: ‘‘It was terrible 
when your guns opened always. They 
went b-r-r-r-r, like a lawn mower cut- 


~ting-grass, over our trenches. We could 
not stick a finger op when you fired-} 


without getting it out off—so!’’ The 
American army will never go into bat- 
tle again without a full oorps of ma- 
chine guns handled a la Parker of San- 
tiago fame.

TWO -SIMPLE AND . DELICIOUS 
~ WAYS-OF COOKING. FISH. 
(By Mrs, Mary J. Lincoln.) 

Bolling is a common but not attractive 
way of cooking fish. 

Except for salmon, or a thick piece of 
halibut or other very large fish, it is a 
wasteful and unpalatable method. To 
broil or fry fish is not always convenient, 
Possibly this method of stewing fish 
may be new to some of our readers, It 
is suitable for a small cod, haddock, 
pickerel, bass, or any dry white fish. By 
dry and white, I mean a fish that has no 
oily dark flesh, like that of mackerel, 
blue fish, etc., for the oil is all in the 
liver instead. of among the muscles. 

It always pays to. be sure.that such a 
fish is free from bones and skin, and 
yet one does not care to waste the good 
material that adheres to them, There- 
fore always remove the.skin and bones 
first, break them up and cover them 
(and the head also if you have a whole 
fish), with cold water, Let them simmer 
for an hour or until the bones are clean, 
If you like the flavor of onions—they are 
usually well suited to fish—slice and 
scald two small onions, drain and brown 
them slightly in a little salt pork fat, 
and then pour all into the kettle with 
the bones. 

While the bones are boiling cut the 
fish into two-inch pieces, season with 
galt and pepper, put them into a stew- 
pan in which ‘is one tablespoon of lemon 
juice and one tablespoon of butter melt- 
ing, cook them a few minutes at a very 
moderate heat, turning them over until 
well buttered, but do not let them fry. 
Strain the boiling bone water over the 
fish using only. enough to cover well. 
These proportions are for three or four 
pounds of fish. ; Myerptyg 

Cook one heaped tablespoon of butter 
and two heaped tablespoons of flour to- 
gether till blended, add them to the stew 
whén’ boiling, and mix well. 
15 minutes, add more salt and pepper if 
needed, and one tablespoon chopped 
parsley and good table sauce or any pre- 
ferred catsup. Dish and serve without 
breaking the fieh. 

Halibut is a dry, white fish, and often 
is made more dry by the way it is baked. 
Select a thick piece from below the mid- 
die for baking. This gives you a uni- 
form’ pieces each side of the bone. 

It is desirable to keep the skin on to 
preserve the shape in cooking, but it 
shouldbe scraped well, and the black 
skin if dipped in boiling water will near- 
ly all scrape off. Rub the fish with salt 
and. pepper, put it flesh side up in a pan 
to fit, and pour milk over it till half an 
inch deep in the pan. Bake a three or 
four pound piece about an hour, longer 
if it ig in a cubical than if in a long thin 
shape. Baste it often with the milk. 
Melt a little butter in the milk later on, 
and at the last let the milk cook away. 

Remove it from the oven ‘and peel off 
the skin, then loosen the flesh from the 
bone and remove the bone. Sprinkle 
the fish with fine buttered cracker 
crumbs and return to the oven until 
slightly browned, Take out on a platter 
in the original shape, and pour one pint 
of creamed oysters into the cavity and 
around the fish. This will make a deli- 
cious sauce. .

Wash thoroughly four tablespoonfuls 
of rice and put in a double boiler with 
two quarts of boiling water; cook slow- 
ly, without stirring, until the rice is 
tender; drain off what water remains, 
and each grain should be found separace 
and whole; set one side to cool. Soak 
one-quarter of a box of gelatine in water 
enough to cover it, for one hour, then 
pour over it a half pint of sugar. Stand 
the digh containing the gelatine mixture 
in a pan-of boiling water and stir until 
the gelatine and sugar are entirely dis- 
solved. Then turn the mixture into the 
cooked. rice and thoroughly mix. Whip 
one-pint of cream as-lightly.aa possible 
with the cold rice and gelatine. Flavor, 
and pour into a mould that has been wet 
in cold water. Set on the ice until it be- 
comes thoroughly cold and set. When 
ready to serve, turn out on a flat dish and 
pour preserved strawberries or cherries 
around it, 


QUEEN OF PUDDINGS, 

One and one half cups of sugar, two 
cups fine, dry bread crumbs, five eggs, 
one tablespoonful of butter; flavor with 
vanilla, rose water or lemon, as pre- 
ferred; one quart rich milk, and one half 
cup jelly or jam. Rub the butter into 
one,cup of the sugar, beat the yolks of 
the eggs very lightly, and stir these to- 
gether to a cream, the bread crumbs 
soaked in the milk come next, then the 
seasoning. Bake this in a well-buttered 
pudding dish (a large one that it may 
be but two-thirds full) until the custard 
is set, then take it out, spread over with 
jelly or jam; cover this with a meringue 
made of the whipped whites and half 
cup of: sugar, put back in the oven, and 
bake_until a delicate golden color. Eat 
cold, with cream, In.berry season it is 
nice to substitute berries. in-place of 


jelly. ’) 


CELERY SOUP. 

Five heads celery, one pint of good 
soup stock, three pints water, one-half 
pint cream, or rich milk. Cut the celery 
into inch lengths, put on with the water 
and: ceok until tender. Take out the 
celery and rub through a sieve. Add to 
the soup stock, and cook slowly one-haf 
hour. Heat the cream and stir into it 
one tablespoonful flour rubbed into one 
tablespoonful of butter; cook five min- 


utes. Pour into the celery, let it get very |;

Before chopping the 
liver, cover it with boiling water for five 
minutes and dry it. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls chopped parsley, one teaspoonful of 
salt, half teaspoonful pepper, a dash of 
cayenne, half a teaspoonful of powdered 
sage and one small grated onion, Mix 
well. Grease a plain mould well with 
butter, press the meat. tightly into it, 
cover and steam or boil three house. 

‘When the lid is removed, you will find 
that the meat has shrunk, leaving an 
inch of space partly filled with liquid, 
carefully remove this liquid, put it into 
@ saucepan on the fire, add to it one- 
fourth of a box of gelatine (which should 
have been covered with cold water and 


soaked half an hour), and sufficient wat-_ 


er to fill the space and cover the meat. 
Stir until the gelatine is dissolved, add 
salt and pepper to taste, pour back into 
the mould around the “cheese,” and set 
away to cool. Turn out of the mould, 
when cold, and cut in thin slices. If 
properly made the meat should be en- 
cased in jelly. 


SALMON LOAF, 

One pound canned saimon, strained 
and chopped fine (save the liquor), four 
tablespoonfuls soft butter, one half tea- 
gpoonful salt, two of minced parsley, one 
saltepoonful of pepper; beat four eggs 
well, add one half cup fine bread crumbs, 
mix all well, and steam in a buttered 
mould one hour (set the mould in a pan 
with water in it, and steam in the oven). 
Sauce—To one tablespoonful melted but- 
ter, add one of cornstarch, a pinch of 
cayenne pepper, and one of mace, one 
cup of hot milk and the strained liquor 
poured slowly on butter and cornstarch, 
add egg if desired. 


EVAPORATED APPLE PIE. 

Wash the apple and soak it in a very 
little cold water until well swollen, then 
put it in the same water into a poreclain 
double boiler and steam it until tender, 
but not broke. Cover a plate with 
paste, sprinkle on it one-third cup of 
sugar, a pinch of spice or a teaspoonful 
lemon juice, and dot with a teaspoonful 
of butter. Fill the:plate with two layers 
of apples, serve with a rich crust and 
bake quickly. 


APPLE TARTS. 

Make a plain ple-crust with butter and 
sour milk; molding quite stiff; roll thin; 
cut in pieces about four inches square, 
put in each square about a dessertspoon- 
ful of sifted, sweetened and spiced ap- 
ple; fold over, wet the edges with milk, 
and press together. Dampen the crust 
with sweetened milk. Bake on buttered 
tin in a quick oven, Eat cold with 
cream. 


FANCY ROAST OYSTERS. 

Cook one pint oysters in a double boil- 
er, with one tablespoonful butter, their 
own liquor, salt and pepper, until their 
edges frill; dip slices of toast In hot salt- 
ed water, and cover thickly with the 
cooked oysters. The softened toast can 
be buttered if desired. 


 MBAT-.PIE.... scenes 

One cup cold chopped meat, one smal! 
onion finely chopped (or one teaspoon- 
ful onion juice), salt and pepper to taste, 
one-half cup gravy, or soup stock, put 
into @ deep dish. Cover with mashed po- 
tatoés, and bake twenty minutes in a 
‘hot oven. 


ESCALL.O'ED ONIONS. 

Cut up onions in thin slices, vlace ina 
dish with alternate layers of onions and 
cracker crumbs; between each layer put 
butter, pepper and salt, pour milk over 
them, and bake a light brown; a shal- 
low dish is preferable for baking them, 
as they cook more evenly. 


RICE JACKS, 

One cup of solf boiled rice, put through 
a sieve, add a pint of milk and three 
eggs; stir in flour sufficient for a batter; 
fry on a weltheated gridde, like griddle 
cakes; butter each one while hot, and 
feprinkle over with sugar and grate on 
a@ little nutmeg. Serve hot. 


BARBECUED HAM. «>» 

Slice cold boiled ham and fry in its 
own fat. Remove the slices into an- 
other dish and keep hot while there is 
added to the fata teaspoonful of white 
sugar, a little pepper and a teaspoonful 
of made mustard and three tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar. Let this boil up once, 
and pour over the ham. Serve hot.

SCALLOPED VEAL. 

Mince cold. veal; boil an onion in milk, 
strain, butter a baking dish; alternate 
layers of bread crumbs and veal; season 
with butter, pepper and salt. Let the 
last layer be crumbs. Pour the milk over; 
add water or soup stock to make quite 
moist. Cover and bake for half an hour, 


“remove cover and brown. 


SEA MOSS BLANC MANGE. 

Put half a handful of sea moss and 
half a cup of white sugar into a pint of 
milk. Let the milk scald slowly. for 
fifteen minutes (using a double boller), 
and then boil it till it begins to thicken. 
Add a half teaspoonful of salt and one of 
vanilla when removed from the fire and 
strain the whole through a coarse strain- 
er, and serve cold.

‘That was a remarkable meeting at 
the Town Hall last Tuesday night in 
two respects. First in the small: num- 
ber present and the meagre enthisihsm 
shown; second, in the remarkable ex- 
pressions of the two gentlemen who 
addressed the meeting. 

Rev. Mr.: Shipman and Mr. Wm. 
Shaw are among ,the town’s most 
estimable citizens. They are both sup- 
posed to represent the highest type of 
“Christian Citizenship,” partly because 
that is their occupation, and partly be- 
cause their tastes and desires lead them 
to that sort of life. Their criticisms 
then, of the citizenship which , is. sup» 
posed to exist m Andover, maybe 
taken as the Christian’s view of And- 
over’s businesa’men and ‘business’ life: 

Let us see what thig view is. Mr. 
Shipman says ‘‘the life of the, business 
men of the town is not the same sweet 
kind of life they live in their homes,” 
Is there anything strange about that? 
Is it any more strange than that the 
average minister id\a very different 
person out of the pulpit from What he 
is in-it? Is it a blot upon the morality 
and character of the men Who carry on 
the business of this town that they lose 
their paience in the daily trials of 
business life? Is it not to their credit 
that in the whole line of business men 
of the town of Andover, we defy any 
man to point to cne, whose ‘‘cheerful- 
ness, honesty, purity and intelligence” 
have not won for him the love and 
esteem of a patronage as loyal as it is 
exacting ? 

The other very important point em- 


phasized is that the police of Andover}: 


aid and abet liquor sel!ing in this town.’ 

Every once in a while such state- 
ments as this are made, sometimes by 
notorious bums, and sometimes by 
very excellent citizens. The editor of 
this paper hasn’t the least doubt but 
that liquor 18 illegally sold in Andover 
as itisin every city and town in the 
state. He further believes that it will 


‘always be sold in stich nianner;just~-as: 


long as the present laws prohibiting’ it 
are in force. If all citizens could 8e- 
cure their supplies of this kind from 
some well equipped Boston grocery, or 
neighboring depot as the writer and 
many 80 called best people can, it 1s 
probable that the sale in Andover 
would be less, but such good fortune 
does not smile on all in Andover, any 
more than in other communities. 

The writer believes there is much 
more mischief being done in Andover 
in other ways than through illegal 
liquor selling. He furthermore ‘be- 
lieves that the police are not deserving 


_| of such an arraignnient as they received 


at this meeting. If they are, then the 
two prominent Christian gentlemen 
who make up a majority of the board of 
selecimen have much to answer for be- 
sides the ordinary official sins. 

We believe the Christian citizens of 
the town of Andover can build for the 
town, for its youth, for its very'’best 
life, in a much sweeter and purer man- 
ner by painting pictures of its purity 
rather than by overdrawing sketches 
of its vice.

Christian Endeavors Listen to Remarks on 
Thut Subject by Rev. F. R. Shipman 
and William Shaw. 


A public meeting of the Andover 
Christian Endeavor Union was held in 
the town hall, Tuesday evening. On ac- 
count of the storm and the prevalence of

In their. remarks, both Mr. Shipman, 
and Mr. Shaw denounced the police df 
the town, claiming that they allowed ille- 


: gal liquor selling and gambling to go on 


ere, With full knowledge of where the 
evil practices are conducted, . 
By way of sntroduction to his extempo- 


| raneous’ remarks, Rev. Mr, Shipman said 


he'was not much iu sympathy with such 
meetings and that he hau not come there 
with much enthusiasm. He .beheved iu 
Christian citizenship, he said, but, he 
tnought the best way to secure that was 
to go to the.citizens themselves and try 
to yet them to be good Christians. - Lie 
did not favor the urging of new legisla- 
tion to bring about better results. 

Mr. Shipman asserted that the life of 
the business men of the town, when at 
their work, is not the same sweet, kin 
of life they live in their homes; but that 
it must be if they are to be Christian 
citizens, Cheerfuiness, honesty, purity, 
and intelligence’ are essential to Curis- 
tidn citizenship, he said. Mr. Shipman 
went on to say that he had no patience 
with the curféw law, the anti-cigarette 
law, etc,, as he maintained that the only 
way to keep young folks off the street 
und from smoking is to go right to them 
aud plead with them, nut to enact laws 
ill be sure to break and thus 


tain prohibit 
duty to call-yodng men away from their 


evil habits, 
In thec of‘his remarks Mr. Ship- 
man said: “I know that the police of 


Andover have not done their duty in the 
past year. ‘They have known of illegal 
liquor selling and have nut stopped it. 
They have known of g>mbling aud have 
not stopped it. If thelaw can thus be 
broken in Andover, it is our duty as 
Christians to try in every way to influ- 
ence those who freqnent these places to 
remain away and abandon such prac- 
tices ” ; : 

William Shaw spoke briefly. He said 
that even in the good old town of Ando- 
ver there was room for improvement, for 
the development of the Christian spirit 
in citizenship. While the police, he said, 
wiuk at the illegal liquor selling and 
gambling, they tell a poor, weary tramp 
who comes to town that they ’l1l make it 
hot for bim if he doesn’t get out. 

“T say” Mr. Shaw continued, ‘that the 
police ought to be made to do their duty 
regarding these evils or be made to take 
oft their badges. A mau who wil! take 
his oath to do his duty and then wink at 
the rumseller.isn’t fit to be a public ser- 
vant. Just such meetings as this will 
help us to get officers who will enforce 
the law.” 

Mr. Shaw cited an instance in Ballard- 
vale where two rum shops were closed by 
citizens, the police having been unable 
to stop the trafic. 

Before the .meeting adjourned a collec- 
tion was takeu to defray the expenses in- 
curred. 


When informed of the statements made 
by Rev. Mr. Shipman and Mr. Shaw, 
Chief of Police Mears said that he shonld 
be giad*to~act™upon..any-evidence, which 
they could produce. He declared he did 
not know of illegal liquor selling or gam- 
bling in town.

There are also two outposts established, 
one with a corporal and four men and 
another with a corporal and nine men, 
besides a detail.of a corporal and four 
men for guard of the few prisoners in 
the guard house of the regiment. 

Every day the poverty of, the great 
majority of the population is made 
more apparent to the soldiers from 
Massachusetts, and numbers of’ poor 
people still continue to visit the camp, 
especially at meal times. Children with 
but very little wearing apparel walk 
from the city to the camp and will wait 
until the soldiers finish their’ meal in 


up a few bits of crusts thrown away. 

Sometimes women come out to the 
camp leading their starving children 
by the hand in oredr to get something 
to eat. The soldier boys are good to 
these poor people, and many of them 
will even go short themselves in order 
to give a little to the hungry ones that 
are looking on. Some of these women 
will pick up as small a thing as a piece 
of a crust after it is dumped in the 
refuse and eat it ravenously. Some- 
times the women bring little cans and 
are given coffee by the suldiers,; which 
they take back to the starving ones in 
the-city. —— : 
averse to having these poor people 
might bring contagious diseases. 

In a recent letter from Private Buchan, 
of the Ambulance Corps, he speaks of 
the hard work necessary to get the camp 
for soldiers into a good condition, situated

seen much of Matanza. but what he had 
seen struck him as heing exceedingly 
filthy.

JAMES C. FISHER DEAD. 


James C. Fisher passed away at his 
home, 159.East Haverhill street Monday 
-morning."When_ apparently in his usual 


paralysis last Friday afternoon. The 
shock was a severe one and little hope 
could be held out to thé family by the 
attending physician. Mr. Fisher con- 
tinued to fail and died without regain- 
ing consciousness. 

Mr. Fisher was born in Bradford, 
England, Feb. 22, 1838. At the age of 14 
years he came to this country, making 
his home. in, Windsor Locks, Ct. He 
served his apprenticeship in the paper 
mill in that place, remaining there four 
years. He then came to Lawrence and 
entered the employ of the Russell Paper 
company. With the exception of a year 
when he established a leather board 
mill in Dorchester, he remained with 
the Russeell company until 1877. The 
mill in Dorchester he sold. In 1877 he 
formed a copartnership with the late 
Thomas D. Clegg and engaged in the 
manufacture of leather board in South 
Lawrence, 

The firm met with marked success, 
and became one of the foremost in its 
line of business in the country. In 1893 
the mill was purchased by a syndicate, 
under the name of the National Fibre 
Board company and Mr. Fisher had 
since acted as manager. 

To know Mr. Fisher was to regard 
him with esteem and affection. Ener- 
getic and persevering, his success in 
business early became assured and his 
sterling qualities won for him the sin- 
cere respect of all with whom he was 
associated in the business or _ social 
world. He was a sincere friend, ready 
and willing to encourage and assist. 

In his home he was a most devoted 
husband and father. He had planned 
an extended European trip and with his 
wife and daughter, Mrs. George C. Bos- 
son Jr., was to sail net month. 

He was a member of the Knights of 
Honor and Order of United Friends. 

Besides his family, he is survived by 
a sister, whose home is in England. A 
brother who was a valued member of 
the Royal navy died two years ago.
